Tripoli, North Africa, Ort. 7.—The 
Italians have established a new gov­ 
ernment for Tripoli. 
Rear Admiral 
Boreddollne has been appointed gov­ 
ernor. 
Captain ('algid was made com­ 
mandant of the forces disembarked by 
the Italian fleet. 
Alter Italian seamen has been land­ 
ed and occupied 
Fort Sultania the 
chiels of the Arab tribes adjacent to 
Tripoli went aboard the Italian flag 
ship and gave their submission. They 
(legged the Italians not to resume the 
bambardment. 
The Herman consul, as the senior 
member of the consular corps, also 
visited the flagship and asked Vice 
Admiral Faravilla to assume respon­ 
sibility for the preservation of public 
order and the protection of foreign 
residents in Tripoli, which had been 
abandoned by the Turkish troops. 
The admiral landed other detach­ 
ments of sailors with guns, including 
(plies firing piec es, and occupied T ri­ 
poli in a military sense This was ac­ 
complished without incident, and the 
appointment of a governor followed. 
Tile Herman consul Informed Vice 
Admiral Faravilla that 
during 
the 
Codling of the town no harm had been 
• lone to any European, or damage to 
tile property of Europeans. 
A correspondent at Dehibat, on the 
Tiineslan frontier, says; 
“ Bix soldiers and six Hebrews were 
killed and Avo soldiers aud one He­ 
brew wounded during tie bombard­ 
ment of Tripoli. The Europeans, of 
whom there are still 4**00 in Tripoli, 
were unharmed The house of the in 
terpreter of the Herman consulate 
wa* badly damaged, but the shells 
from the Italian fleet did compara­ 
tively little damage in the city. 
“ The Moslems 
remained 
passive 
during the bombardment ” 
The Italian sailors buried the Turk­ 
ish dead, according military honors 
to those who chose death rather than 
to surrender. 
Twenty wounded Turks were placed 
in the hospital wards of the Italian 
warships The wounds of these were 
very set ions. Others who were slight­ 
ly wounded were carried away by their 
comrades. Theme of the injured Turks 
who are aide to talk state that fur­ 
ther resistance on their part was im­ 
possible, owing to the inferiority of 
their number and of 
their fighting 
equipment. 
The Turkish civilian prisoners held 
iii Italy will receive 4b cent* a day 
from the Italian government during 
their detention. The prisoners of war 
at syracuse will he jcermitted to he 
present at the drills of the Italian sol­ 
diers, who are about to sail for Tri- 
poli. 
A wireless message was sent to the 
pope by Monsignor Rossetti, the apos­ 
tolic delegate at Tripoli, and sent bv 
permission of Governor Borreddollno, 
saying; 
"F o r the first time since the Knights 
of Bt. John 
were detested 
by the 
Turks, and lost Tripoli in 1551, the 
cross of Christianity has been raised 
over this land. This time, next to the 
cross is the flag of Savoy." 
The apostolic delegate adds that the 
bombardment 
and 
occupation 
were 
conducted with the utmost regard for 
humanity. 
During the bombardment 
he, with the Franciscan monks and 
nuns, remained in Tripoli to nurse the 
wounded, and they prayed to the A l­ 
mighty to grant victory to the arms of 
faith and civilization. The message 
ends by im (during the apostolic bene­ 
diction on Tripoli and its new rulers. 


Poison From Money Caused Death. 


Boston, Get. 7.— Polson from the 
handling of money caused the death in 
W altham 
of 
George H. 
Farnham, 
treasurer of the Waltham Co-operative 
bank. Borne time ago Mr. Farnham, 
while counting money in the bank, 
sera'cited a small pimple behind his 
ear and thought no more of the inci­ 
dent until the mimple gave him con­ 
siderable pain. It developed into an 
abscess and eventually the poison im­ 
pregnated his blood and culminated 
in Bright’s disease. 


Oldest Mason a Suicide. 


Lancaster, P a , Get. 7. — Conrad 
Shlckedanz, the oldest Free Mason in 
the county, ended his life by cutting 
his throat. He was eighty-six years old 
and had been in feeble health for sev­ 
eral months and was despondent. Dur­ 
ing the temporary absence from his 
home of hts wife, eighty-four years 
old, he crawled from his bed. got a 
butcher knife, gashed his throat and 
died.
